and firemen to leave the cab.

two of the robbers stood guard

the, engineer, tl* other took

express cars from the rest of the train.

notice tliat the. first car was the mall 
while the second was the baggage and

miles to Mead.

Mead is only ten miles from 
Spokane and it is supposed that

Found.Not Guilty of the Murder 


of Dr. Rustin 


OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 10.—After thir- 


teen hours' deliberation the jury in the 
case of Charles Davis, charged With 
the. murder on the morning of Sept. 'J 


. of- Dr. Frederick. Rustin, at 6.15 . this 


morning agreed upon a verdicT of not 
guiity. Two hours later Judge Scars 
received the verdict and ordered 
the 


discharge of the prisoner. It required 
nineteen ballots to reach an agreement. 
The first stood 11 to 1 for acciuitlal on 
the charge of murder in the first de- 
gree. 
The lone juror maintained his 


position for four ballots and after that 
was joined by another In voting for 
conviction on a. lesser charge. 
The 


case had attracted unusual attention. 


not only because of the prominence of 
the victim of the killing, who was one 
of the leading physicians and surgeons 
of. the city, and the mystery, surround- 
ing (he tragedy, 
but 
because of ,the 


family connections of 
the 
defendant. 


Although himself holding but a minor 
position in the First 
National' bank, 


Davis is the brother of the vice presi- 
dent and uncle qf the president, cashier 
nnd other-officials of that institution. 


It Is not believed that any further 


prosecutions will 
be 
undertaken in 


connection, with the killing of Dr. Rus- 
tin unless unexpected evidence should 
be discovered.

The principal 
business was the adoption o£ the re- 
port o£ the secretary, Edward P. Car- 
li»', delegate to Massachusetts Congre- 
gational Brotherhood from the Ando- 
vcr conference, favoring tlje plan o£ 
becoming inemhers of the brotherhood.

The committee is 
not a part but a coordinate branch of 
the city government.. It

several years ago that the schools of 
Massachusetts were giving their chil- 
dren an average 
of 
seven years of 


schooling,-\vhlle the other states aver- 
aged but'four years. 


"In Lowell the school committee has 


had men of the very'first class. It has 
always had on it and has now u ma- 
jority of dean, good men. No scandal 
has ever smirched the hoard. There 
has been no 
graft, 
although 
some 


members have at times gone on the 
Board to further their own personal 


and private end's rather than the best 
interests of fhc city. 


"1 can bear testimony to'lh'i1 loyalty 


of the school board to the advice and 
suggestions made by me. In -\ew Eng- 
land the school committee has not

turned over most of the work to the 
superintendents as 
in 
the western 


slates. It, is sometimes claimed that 
politics enters into school work. In 


my estimation this is very rare, and it 
has never been so In Lowell.

When a teacher-

In the organization paper, "Tho Fed- 
;rationist." was argude today

lumbia. Counsel for the federation op- 
ened the arguments arguing the rever- 
sal of the decision of the lower court. 


Counsel claimed the Injunction was 


in derogation of the rights of the labor 
organization and an abuse of tho in- 
Junctive power of the courts. 


Answering Judge Van Orsdel as to 


the right of an employe to prevent his 
employer from continuing business by 
taking on new hands, Attorney Rals- 
ton declared that, tho foundation 
of 


such' a right was the power of .free 
Bpeoch by which means an employe 
might dissuade a prospective succes- 
sor from taking up the work which he 
had dropped. 


Counsel for the Bucks Co. asked 


that tho injunction be continued In ef- 
fect and dwelt on the enormous dam- 


age that an organization liko the feder- 
ation can Inflict. 


Alton B. Parker In his concluding ar- 


gument for the federation 
contended 


that tho alleged acts of tho federation 
were not illegal 
and 
were entirely 


within the rights of citizens. 


"The point," he declared, "has not yet

PRESSING NEED FOR A NEW CITY CHARTER. 


More than ever before perhaps must every citizen feel impressed'with 


the need of a new city charter, one under which good men will not be afraid 
to rup for public office and yet not be compelled to go out to beg and to 
fight for nomination. 
The Luce law has lowered 
tho standard 
of 
our 


municipal government wherever it has been adopted, because it plays into 
the hands of demagogues rather than the sane and sensible citizens about 
whose fitness for public office there can be no question. 


It is all very well to have popular nominations, but unfortunately the 


primaries show a great knack of nominating the wrong man. Any fool who 
gets his name on a ballot and goes around felling people that he is a candi- 
date will get votes. Bluff, bluster and unlimited gall may elect him. This 
can be overcome only by one of two things, either a higher sense of duty 
and clearer intelligence on the part of the voter or else a return to the old 
method of having^ convention of delegates make the nominations. 
It can 


be easily remedied in any new charier that may be adopted. 


So long as our municipal politics repel the most competent men Just 


so long shall we be unable to make progress towards better conditions. 


We are glad to note (he activity of the board of trade and the local 


Civic Association in working out a definite plan for a new .city charter. 
Various modifications of tho Des Mokes and Galveston charters have been 
adopted by other cities, but we believe that Lowell should not copy any of 
these but follow the course proposed by the civic 
bodies 
in framing 
a 


charter specially adapted for the city of Lowell, a charter that will be dif- 
ferent in many essential points from any of them, while having at the same 
time all the best points of the model charters of the country. 


The main requirement, it seems, is to simplify the system of our muni- 


cipal government to centre responsibility as much as possible on one official 
head and provide for strict accountability in 
every 
department. 
These 


points/ it seems, are pretty well covered in the draft of the proposed charter 
under consideration by the two bodies mentioned.
